“Publishers Weekly.” 


The statistics show increase 
per cent over those issued the 
United States during The in- 
crease new editions per cent.

shows decided decrease from 1,646

OOKS are precious things, for 
them lies stored the wisdom 
centuries. books commune 
with the intellects the past, with 
prophet, philosopher, poet, orator, and 
historian; with the varying aspects 
modern life, with fiction and fact 
depicted the present-day novelist. 
The bibliophile and the binder are 
true brothers their mutual love 
books. The writer’s thoughts, the 
printer’s type, the perfection the 
bookmaker’s handiwork, the beauty 
the binding appeal them most 
keenly according their individual 
tastes. But they are one their 
dislike the many enemies that prey 
books and bindings, and they dis- 
play reciprocal interest acquir- 
ing knowledge the depredations 
these enemies and the best methods 
combating their attacks. 


Comprehensive Study Reveals Many

WHITE TERMITES (Subter- 
ranean Termite: Reticulitermes Fla- 
vipes) devour books, leather, and 
cloth.

helpless, and with other business 
than lay eggs.

rarely seen and are always very nu- 
merous; the soldiers have large heads 
and strong jaws. The workers and 
soldiers are undeveloped individuals 
both sexes.

These grayish-white, wingless, ster- 
ile workers are the destructive forms. 
They make the excavations occupied 
the colony and extend them the 
colony increases. Whenever 
necessary for them extend their 
galleries done under the protec- 
tion covered runways which they 
construct particles comminuted 
wood little pellets excrement. 
their mining books and papers the 
surface always left intact. 

burrowing through wood they 
often completely honeycomb it. They 
are able penetrate the hardest 
woods provided they have access 
moisture the ground.

full sunshine. 


Emerge from Colonies the Spring 


the spring summer enormous 
numbers the chestnut-brown the 
blackish-winged males and females 
emerge from the colonies and begin 
their flight. The wings these in- 
dividuals are long and shining and 
pale-brown color. The individuals 
these swarming flights are abun- 
dant that they can often swept 
the quart. 

After the flight pair may settle 
decaying log stump, break off 
their wings breaking point close 
the body, and start new colony.

Panama City three volumes 
Salle University law books were at- 
tacked termites and badly damaged 
within the period one week. 

infested flooring the Bureau 
Engraving and Printing Wash- 
ington, revenue stamps were partially 
destroyed. 

building Virginia corres- 
pondence and advertisement re- 
garding issue country bonds 
were partially destroyed. 

The sole shoe stored infested 
woodwork building New York 
City was very badly damaged 
termites. 

Numerous instances damage 
the underpinning buildings and 
timbers Washington, Boston, and 
other parts the United States are 
record. 


Tropical Insect 


the tropics houses and furniture 
are never safe from attack. The sud- 
den crumbling into masses dust 
chairs, desks, other furniture, and 
the mining and destruction collec- 
tions books and papers are matters 
common experience. Very little hint 
the damage given surface 
inspection, even when the interior 
timber boards has been thoroughly 
eaten out, leaving mere shell. 

During the spring early summer

Even 
the insects are not observed swarming, 
large numbers the dead winged 
adults the discarded wings will 
usually found near by.

How Kill Insects 

Another warning the presence 
branching shelter tubes small 
diameter made earth mixed with 
finely powdered wood, foundation 
timbers other woodwork over 
the surface stone, brick, other 
impenetrable foundation material 
through which the insects travel from 
the ground the woodwork. These 
tubes should broken off and the 
ground where they originate should 
deeply plowed otherwise broken 
up, and treated with chemicals kill 
the insects. 

The following chemicals are effec- 


tive for this purpose: 


Sodium cyanide, granular, dissolved water 

per cent solution sodium arsenite. 

Kerosene oil. 

part coal-tar creosote and parts kerosene 
oil strained through burlap before using. 


The last-named chemical one 
the best remedies known for the de- 
struction colonies ants. Where 
ants infest the surface soil generally 
throughout considerable area, holes 
not more than inches apart and 
several inches deep may made with 
stick iron bar, ounce carbon 
disulfide poured into each, and the 
holes closed immediately. After the 
whole area has been treated the 
ground should wet thoroughly 
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covered with waterproofed canvas 
paper wet blankets aid con. 
fining the gas. 

the effect upon human beings 
inhalation this vapor somewhat 
dangerous, every precaution should 
observed its application. 

Live steam forced into the soil 
serve the same purpose the gases, 
the use steam piping maintain- 
ing temperature 135°F for 
hours, termites infesting the wood- 
work hospital Dover, New 
Hampshire, were successftlly killed, 


Hydrocyanic Acid Recommended 


When the injury confined books 
papers exposed woodwork, hy- 
drocanic-acid gas fumigation 
ommended, exposing possible (by 
opening floors) the infested joints 
beneath, and spreading out the books. 

The important step fighting white 
ants and preventing their injuries 
bar them from gaining access 
the woodwork from their colonies 
the ground. 

matter fact, complete in- 
sulation from the ground all un- 
treated woodwork buildings the 
only permanent remedy against at- 
tacks subterranean termites and 
the only relief from their presence. 
These insects must maintain contact 
with the ground obtain the moisture 
necessary for their existence. When 
contact with their moisture the 
earth cut off, they soon dry and 
die, matter how numerous they 
may be. 

Dryness Aid 

Complete dryness foundation 
timbers and basement walls and floor- 
ing important aid rendering 
buildings safe from attack ter- 
mites. Dampness, warmth, and dark- 
ness attract these insects. 

BEETLES (Wood-Boring Beetles 
Anobium Domesticum and 
Paniceum) work havoc with books and 
bindings. They bore holes the covers 
and leaves. Papers furnish these in- 
sects with enjoyable meal; they 
destroy drawings and paintings, and 
there record account the 
way which they chewed valuable 
Arabic manuscripts Cambridge 
library. 

curious case quoted about this 
insect some other closely-allied spe- 
cies the bookworm family. Twenty- 
seven volumes public library were 
perforated straight line one 
and the same insect. regular was 
the tunnel that string could 
passed through the whole length 
and the entire set books lifted 
once. 

The use phosgene, hydrocyanic- 
acid, cyanogen chloride and chloro- 
picrin will destroy these beetles.

Very close 
coordination must exist between the 
Press Room and the Folding Depart- 
ment bindery. Whatever 
type automatic machine; hence the 
layout arrangement, or, technically 
termed, the imposition, the forms 
must suitable for the folding ma- 
chines. 


Folding and Bundling 


The number pages which may 
put into signature depends upon the 
weight, thickness and general finish 
the paper. Folding machines which, 
combination with automatic feed- 
ers, handling sheet time, the 
tune 2,500 sheets hour, are 
able for any combination signa- 
tures. The most commonly employed 
are 8’s, 16’s, 32’s and 64’s, and the 
usual types folds are the right 
angle, under which are grouped the 
double and jobber folds; the paral- 
lel, which appear the quadruple 
and Cleveland; and the inserted types 
inserted into another while 
being folded, giving what 
known double 16’s double 
inserted.

The machine auto- 
matically feeds these down, one 
time, pastes off the end lining and 
affixes the end signature, giving 
squeeze set the paste. 


These machines, working automatic- 
turn out very large quantity 
sections per day. They will also tip 
illustrations the outer leaves 
signatures the same manner end 
linings. All pasting inserts the 
interior sections must done 
hand, although considerable progress 
has been made developing form 
machine for this work, which, how- 
ever, necessitates the opening the 
signatures before they are fed into 
the machine. 


Concealed cloth joints muslin re- 
inforced end signatures are obtained 
feeding the first and last signa- 
tures, after the end papers have been 
affixed, through another automatic 
machine, which, holding the signature 
under pressure, affixes strip gum- 
med muslin around the signature and 
lining, the muslin adhering about one 
inch the under part the lining 
sheet and quarter inch the 
inner side the signature. 


Reinforement Whipstitching 


some cases, particularly thin pa- 
per, heavy coated paper, catalogs and 
library bindings, advisable re- 
inforce the first, second, next the 
last and last signatures means 
whipstitching.

Vital Interests Stake 


Vital interests must stake 
when many business men are think- 
ing the same subject—working 
the same end, and the bookbinder who 
wishes progress must become ac- 
quainted with cost systems and find 
out what they for him. 

The printer has been forced re- 
alize that accurate knowledge costs 
essential successful operation. 
thoroughly accustomed figur- 
ing his prices the basis cost 
ink and paper, time composition 
and make-ready and press-run. 

What does think then when 
for estimates binding rul- 
ing and finds that they vary with lu- 
dicrous flexibility? severe blow 
his confidence the binder’s relia- 
bility. likely get the idea 
that the high estimator scoundrel 
the low estimator fool. 

The bookbinder not blamed 
for this situation. The reason for 
that his methods production have 
increased complexity while his book- 
keeping methods have failed de- 
velop enough tell him what 
wants know. 


Apparent Profit Often Illusion 


Even the case binders that 
show yearly loss, every job seems 
show profit. The trouble that they 
not know where the loss is. 

Other bookbinders are making fair 
living—but their machines are wear- 
ing out and they must face the fact 
that they have not earned enough 
replace them when their usefulness 
gone. Result: Either heavy bur- 
den debt for new machinery—or 
working with antiquated machines 
that cannot compete with the more 
efficient equipment other firms.

binders who are financially successful, 


despite the fact that they have cost 
system. How they it? 

The answer that, although they. 
are making profit and may have been 
for years, nevertheless, they not 
know what business the profit 
made.

Profits Could Larger 


Their profits, however large, would 
larger they could avoid the poorly 
paying work—or, better yet, they 
could see the way make all their 
work pay profit. 

Some binders have partial cost sys- 
tems. Often these are left-overs from 
unfinished attempts put sys- 
tem, Others represent the unaided ef- 
fort the binder get more infor- 
mation about his costs.

Even Limited Cost Information Re- 
vealed Important Facts 


have made installation cost sys- 
tems which begin with only went 
far compute labor costs jobs. 
Even this limited information re- 
vealed many jobs which barely paid 
for the labor which they required. 
That meant that everything else 
those jobs was total loss. 


result, the next time such jobs 
came they were priced yield 
profit refused. 

Many binders attempt record the 
time operations the job ticket. 
With this information they use es- 
timated hour-rate calculate their 
prices. 

This approaches the spirit the 
cost system, but unless this hour-rate 
has been correctly figured, the result 
contains more guesswork than knowl- 
edge. 

Such partial incomplete cost sys- 
tems are far from yielding complete 
information. But they show the 
binder the way toward estimating the 
correct value his product. 
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Find Out About Cost System and Its 
Applicability 

Cost systems are valuable and 
sary—but not suggest that bind- 
ers install them without knowing what 
they are all about. say, however, 
that every bookbinder, large small, 
pamphlet edition, should find out 
what cost system does and particu- 
larly how going useful and 
profitable himself. 

Cost finding plays leading part 
the present-day development the 
binder owes himself know 
what this part and learn how 
can benefit his own organization and 


increase its earnings.

These 
leathers are free from oils, greases, 
sugars, and salts largely used the 
finishing processes, and thus the action 
acid upon them will free from 
possible acceleration retardation 
these materials. 

Samples the leather have been 
treated with sulphuric acid ob- 
tain specimens with amounts acids 
varying from one-fourth per cent. 
After determining original 
strength and stretch the leathers, 
they were stored under controlled con- 
ditions relative humidity and 
temperature. Tests will made peri- 
odically, extending over two years, 
representative samples, note any 
deterioration strength caused 
the particular amount acid present. 
This data will serve the basis for 
future investigations which ultimately 
will reveal the limiting amounts 
sulphuric acid which may present 
leather without impairing its value.

Depending upon the 
number signatures gathered 
and whether the number pockets 
permits gathering two three books 
up, the speed these machines varies 
from 15,000 30,000 books per eight 
hour day. 


The Binder 


connection with the gathering 
machine has been developed another 
type equipment, much used 
magazine production and later devel- 
oped for the least exclusive book work. 
This called “perfect” binder. The 
books gathered feed from the gath- 
ering machine raceway into the 
perfect binder, where they are 
clamped with only the back, folded 
edges the signatures exposed; 
they travel through this machine the 
backs are neatly cut off until each leaf 
the book single and separate 
from the next; this back edge 
roughed with steel wheels; coat- 
ing glue applied and over that 
crash and paper, and the book comes 
out ready trimmed and cased 
into cloth cover. also possible 
eliminate the paper the back 
the book, leaving only the crash and 
glue, and then affix paper cover. 
This known magazine binding. 


Principle Sewing Machines 
After the signatures are gathered 
have the first semblance book. 
next necessary fasten the sig- 
natures together some permanent 


form. For this purpose sewing ma- 
chines are employed. The signatures 
are fed, one time, over revolving 
horizontal moving arms, which are 
hollow; the signatures are carried 
through the machines, small steel 
punches appear through the hollow 
arm and cut the holes where the semi- 
circular straight needles may pass 
through the section, carrying the 
thread, two strings time, and 
out the signature, causing loop- 
stitch each operation. The books 
come out the machines one con- 
tinuous block and are cut apart, 
separated into individual books, 
stroke sharp knife the hand 
experienced girl operative. 


Improvements Sewers 


Many improvements have been made 
the sewing machines the past 
few years, both speed, ease oper- 
ation and perfection work. Some 
sewing machines have tape attach- 
ments, which two more half 
inch woven cotton tapes may sewed 
firmly each signature and between 
each book sufficient allowance 
slack allowed, that, the books 
are cut apart, end may left for 
tipping down either end sheet 
the book. also possible use 
muslin and crash for reinforcements 
this nature.

The term “bookworm” conjures 
image that partakes the world 
literature, entomology, history, fic- 
tion, and humor. some minds has 
been connected with human being 
living atmosphere literature, 
dreaming and reading perennially 
the books that came within his omni- 
vorous reach. But slow and patient 
research has brought out the land 
myths and has revealed the 
definite shape bug, beetle, moth, 
worm. 


Belong Coleoptera 


The very best authorities the 
insect pests that attack books and 
bindings agree that bookworms are 
the larvae insects belonging the 
order Coleoptera sheath-winged 
beetle. 

Seventy-two specimens insects 
have been examined and classified 
under the general name 


The View Aristotle 


Twenty-three centuries ago Aris- 
totle described bookworm this 
way: 

“In old wax wood there 
found animal which seems 
the smallest all creatures, called 
the acarus. And books there are 
others like those found cloth, and 
they are like scorpions without 
tail, the smallest all.” 


Entomologists to-day have iden- 
tified this worm Acarus Cheyletus, 
order Acaridae, frequently found be- 
tween the pages old books. 

1665 Hooke London, Eng- 
land, gave interesting description 
GRAPHIA: 


small white shining worm 
moth found much conversant among 
books and papers, and supposed 
that which corrodes and eats 
holes thro’ the leaves and covers. 
Its head appears big and blunt and 
its body tapers from towards the 
tail smaller and smaller, being 
shaped almost like carrot.... 
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the hinder part terminated with 
three tails, every particular re- 
sembling the two longer horns that 
grow out the head. The legs are 
and haired. This 
probably feeds upon paper and coy- 
ers books and perforates them 
small round holes, finding perhaps 

convenient nourishment the 

husks hemp and flax.” 

Hooke’s “drawing image the 
booke-worm” caused recog- 
nized the Lepisma saccharina, pop- 
ularly known the silverfish 
“slicker.”

1828 John McLoughlin organized 

print shop New York City, 
where the towering Municipal Build- 
ing now stands, and started print 
“books for children.” 


The company, which established, 
has been located Brooklyn since 
1869, but, after century publish- 
ing, has not changed its policy since 
its pioneering days and still spe- 
cializing juvenile literature. 


First Publishers Illustrate Color 


McLoughlin Brothers was the first, 
and for many years, the only Ameri- 
can publisher illustrate books 
This was accomplished the 
founder’s day putting the color 
hand with paint brush over 
stencil printed from the same engrav- 
ing with section cutout through 
which the color was applied. mak- 
ing several stencils, each with dif- 
ferent sectional cutout, pictures 
many colors were produced. 


With the death John McLoughlin, 
son the founder, 1907, the busi- 
ness was left the former’s sons, 
James and Charles McLoughlin, 
Jr., who, having become interested 
other fields, sold the business 1920 
the Milton Bradley Co. Spring- 
field. The new owners retained the 


well known name adopted the 40’s 
when John McLoughlin, Jr., and his 
brother, Edmund McLoughlin, formed 
partnership under the name 
Loughlin Brothers.
